Without  a  word,  the  tears  stopped  and  as  a  "punishment"  for  seeing  him  vulner- 
able, he  now  backs  away  his  wheelchair  and  rams  it  into  me  once,  twice,  with 
all  of  his  force. 

Then  he  turns,  and  with  the  icy  air  of  one  so  young  and  so  hurt,  he  leaves  me. 
And  I  am  rubbing  my  shin. 

His  arms  are  around  me.  The  grubby  fingers  are  pulling  my  hair  and  once  or 
twice,  with  vengeful  animosity,  he  pulls  out  a  handful  and  throws  it  in  my  face. 
Then,  holding  back  tears,  he  burrows  his  head  into  my  shoulder  and  hugs  me  with 
ail  his  might. 

He  is  very  old  for  his  age.  But,  then  again,  he  has  been  forced  to  grow  up — now.
